If, however, the nations decide 
that boycott is the most effective 
method of checking the war, then it 
will obviously be desirable to cut off 
the sourees of supply for Japan's 
war materials. In 1935 810 million 
yen of imports came from the U.S.A., 
541 million yen from British India 
and Australia, the principal British 
Empire suppliers. The commodities 
covered on the supply side are vital 
necessities such as base 
metals, and oil. 

In the Abyssinian war there were 
many conflicts of trading interests 
when sanctions were imposed, and 
similar conflicts would inevitably 
arise in the boyeott of Japanese 
trade. In this case, however, there 
are clear advantages available for 
the Lancashire cotton trade and the 
rayon industry particularly, while 
manufacturers of toys and various 
knick-Kknacks also have a strong in 
terest in mitigating Japanese com 
petition, especially as the exigencies 
ot a pretty desperate budgetary 
position may compel Japan to unload 
her goods on to the world’s markets 
at almost any price which they will 
fetch.

PPHERE is no denying that in the 
matter of trade, quite apart from 
politics, Japan has made_ herself 
unpopular in recent years. There
